BTEAHOE DEATH IN NEW YOEK. 

A Young Man Swallows a Cherry- 
Stono wMch Germinates and 
Kills Him. 



Last summer a young New Yorter, 
oamed Henderaou, swallowed a cherry- 
stone. At the end of a week ha was 
seized with violent ptvius iu the utomach 
and could get no relief. It wus |)iti- 
able, says an aooouat in the "Sunday 
Mercury," to witness his sufferings, so 
intense and excruciating did they ap- 
pear to be. The young man continued 
to suffer, and grew thinner and paler 
day by day. At the end of six weeks 
he had become bo feeble that he was 
oompelled,!^ leare bis business and 
odnnne Ki'mself'to bed. His physicians 
did not understand the case. The 
aymptoras were entirely unique. Ho 
■aid that be had experienced a sensa- 
tion as if something were gradually 
■preading among and tying up his in- 
testines. The pbysiciauB arrived at 
the conclusion that be was aiflioted with 
worms, lind treated him accordingly, 
but with no effect. "Whatever the dis- 
ease was, it seemed to baffle the phar- 
macopooia, and the doclors and tho 
heart-broken mother wore obliged to 
stand idly by and see young Hender- 
aoQ die before their eyes. In the moan- 
time his sufferings increased. Sleep 
was almost a stranger to hiia, aud ho 
complained more and more of the pe- 
culiar feelings of a vitality in the in- 
testines, distinct from his own. After 
lying for four months, he diedjin great 
agpoy. 'Weak &s he'wa^, he seemed 
to'be^ possessed of a fictitious strength, 
$ud at the tim9 of bis exertions in the 
paroxysms of agony to which ho was 
subjected two men could with difB- 
bulty hold him on the bed. After 
young. Henderson's death, the case 
lia^.' 'excited so much attention in 
medical circles, tho consent of the 
n^other was obtained to au autopsy 
being made upon tho body. Invita- 
tions were sent to soveral pbyHicians 
ol the city, and the investigation com- 
menced of what was to be "cause 
oelebre" in medical history. 

On opening the body, inci'edible as 
it may appear, it was discovered that 
the chorry stone had sprouted in the 
unfortunate ycnmg man. The assembled 
doctors could hardly credit the testi- 
mony of their owp eyes, palpable 
although it was before them. By some 
peculiar process the cherry-stone after 
having become lodged iu young Hen- 
derson's stomuch.had nctiuiily sprout- 
ed :i2 thrifty as if it had boon plaoted 
in tho ground. The strange pains of 
the young man v^ere now accounted 
for, for proceeding from the cherry- 
atono were shoots of fibres which had 
ramified through tho intestines of the 
victim, aud, around them. In the 
vicinity of the heart thuro wero ii largo 
number of these shoots, and ouo of 
them^ larger than the rest, pressing 
upon this organ, bad been the imme- 
diate 'cause of death. Of these shoots 
there were iu all fourteon, varying in 
length from throj to nine inches. In 
color they were white, with a faint 
yellowish green tingo towards the 
base. The shoot, which pressed against 
young Heridtitsdn's heart was cousid- 
erably thicker aud larger than tho 
reit, Wd had a peculiar reddish tinge, 
which the others had not, Tho shoots 
wero so closely twined and twisted 
around tho intestines that it svas found 
impossible to remove them, aud so they 
haYe'liQt been pre:8efved to science. 
The case, hoVfever, was so entirely 
"aui gen'etis" that in ail probability a 
full and scientific account of il will bo 
written and publiahed by the physi- 
cians and surgeons interested in it.

He was a friend 
aud a brother to every body connected 
with that ohuiroh, was ^^Muisl^^a} 
brother to the veriest worm that crawl- 



ed, yot, when tho worm misintorpretod 
the moaning of its worming lifo aud 
made his higher life uncomfortable, 
then, without any remorseful uess, ho 
proceeded to do his execution on him. 
This was what he was about to do to- 
day, but, as people ought to be pohte 
even to worms, he addressed them all 
presGut, worms included, as "Ladies 
aud gentleman." On the whole, he 
had come to the couolusiou that Bolt- 
on was a most unpleasant place to live 
in. There was nothing lovely either 
about it or its inhabitants. Its people 
wore as cold and cloudy, as nuiggy and 
as unsy uipathotic, as coarwo and as 
boisterous, as its own skies wore cold 
and cloudy.muggy and unsympathetic, 
coarse and boisterous. Some of his 
congregation he feared, wore past 
praying for; and anyhow ho had taught 
them tho wholesome lesson, that if 
prayers were to do them any good thoy 
must bo tlieir own prayers, and not 
thos'^u of a spiritual doctor called in on 
an etnerf,'eucy to pray oflicially. Did 
they think he was going to lo ivo his 
fireside, forsake the company of Hom- 
er, Shakespeare, Miltou aud all other 
worthies of historic time, to listen to 
their imbecile tittle-tattle, and to sip 
the dishes of their dirty scandals they 
were so fond of brewing? If he did 
not speak the truth when he said ho 
would go from their midst with hon- 
esty unimpaired and honour untainted 
might his right liaud lose its cunning, 
might his tongue cleave to the roof of 
his mouth, and if there be a hell might 
the light of his ^oul go out in the black- 
est smoke of it. When tho reverend 
gentleman concluded this toiiehiug 
farewell there was hardly a dry eye 
among the members of the Free Chris- 
tian church at Bolton.

CAUGHT IN THEIR OWN TRAP. 



Men can most readily forgive tlie tittnck 
tlint affords tlium an opportunity of rcap- 
ir/g a splendid triumph. For many daya 
n portion of tlio pubiii; Imve been treated 
to ad nauseam doses of political nostrums 
compounded by the distingiiiBhed politi- 
cal quack who arrogates to Mmsolf the 
title of Leader of Her Majesty's Loyal 
OppoBition in the House, and percolated 
through that sewer of political nastiueas 
and untruth yolept the Slaiidard. It 
would bs a work of supororogatioa if not 
of positive danger to attempt to stem the 
torrent of misrepresentation, Huspicion 
and abuse that is dinrnally discharged at 
the Ministry and their Buuporters through 
those mediums. As a rule, the adage of 
avoiding pitoU for fear of defilement is 
borne in miud, and decent people, when 
they behold tho black and tarbid strc-am 
of slander gushing toward* them, step 
aside, and in the words of Artemua 
Ward, "lot it gush." "Bribery and cor- 
ruption," "rODm for suspiciou," "politi- 
cal roaoality," "traitor," "creatures," 
•'every man has his price" "bouglit," 
"sold," — are a few specimens of tho sower- 
like arguments that, hinted at in the Houao 
in the afternoon, grow into direct charges 
in our cuntompornry on the following 
morniu'T. "Argumonts" such ns these 
are uniinswerablf. Wiion men— like our 
Ministers— are (o bo judu:ed by their acts 
to call them bad names, is no evidence of 
tht'ir corruption or unfitness to rule. 
"Give us fauts, Sir Knight"— not dark 
innendoos, vague suspioious and endless 
dt-'tractiou; nor ask us to accept your ip^e 
dixit, na "couflrmation strong as holy 
writ" of ministerial incapacity and dis- 
honesty. 

For tho past week wo have watched our 
contemporary narrowly and have seen him 
taking tho cue from bis "leader" in tho 
House, grasping at overjr straw tlint tlin 
waves of publio opinion have swept with- 
in his reach, in the vain hope that be 
would bo able to sustain hiinsolf and his 
faction a little lougor on tho surface. He 
has eihibitod every phase of gutter-litera- 
turo that s-o low a mind is capable of, and 
has plontif ally beapattered the Ministry 
and their friends with the mud that is at 
onbe' his pride and native element. 
The subjects ho has dealt with are various; 
but prominent among them arc the de- 
bentures issued under tho authority of an 
Act of tho Logisbiture last session. In 
and out of tho House tho Opposition have 
not failed to assert that tho bulk of theso 
debentures had been disposed of at SO 
cents on the dollar to a friend of the Gov- 
ernment. The alleged shaver's name has 
been given; and the I-told-yon-so air as- 
sumed by tho ox Premier and his organ 
bus been the subject of public comment 
for some days. Even tho amount of tlie 
bonda held by the ao-callod fortunate 
holder was given; and ono man stated on 
the streets on Thursday that be knew Tom 
Humphreys waa kicked out of the Minis- 
try becauso ho would not oonsent to band 
over tho bonda to Mr. Boscowitz at a dis- 
count of S"0,00() on their face. Acting 
upon this "information" tlio Opposition 
on Thursday moved for a return of the 
names of jU holders of the bonds. Sev- 
eral of the holders having requested tho 
Government not to make publio their 
names, the Qovernment naturally resisted 
the demand, and would have been sus- 
tained ill that resistance by a mnjority of 
the House; but as the debate woro on the 
attacks of the Lea3or of tho Opposition 
assumed a personal and pointed shape. 
It was stated, almost in so many words, 
that the bonds had beon corruptly dispos- 
ed of, and that the Government dare not 
furnish a list of the names of the holders 
for fear of oxi)osnre. Of covtrse, with 
this cliaigo thrown into their fu'ics, the 
Ministry folt that Iboy could not longer, 
in jubtifo to tlioinsi'lve«, deolino to givo 
the names, Tiio I'romior, tlicroforo, in- 
forired tho House ''that the Government 
had nothing to conceal;thal 7iot a single bond 
had been disposed of at a rate less than one 
httndred cenli on the dollar; and that to 
convioco tho country that tho bonds bad 
not been corruptly dealt with tho names 
would bo furnished — tho Government 
only stipulating that they should not be 
made public without tho consent of tho 
House. 

This coQcession was seized upon by tho 
Standard of yesterday 11s nn eviikncc of 
woaknoss on tho part of tho Government. 
It will discover, before tho year is forty- 
eight hours oilier, that it is an evidoiiee 
ot strougth. Notiiiug could possibly have 
been bettor for the Government than this 
raid' upon them. The returns will show 
that the Premier's declaration that "no 
bonds have been sold at a less lato than 
one hundred ceuls on tho dollar" is 
true; and, farther, that Mr. Boscowitz does 
not now nor never Itnn held a tto/id of thf. 
Province, and that lie never matte (i bid for 
any portion of the loan. The Ojjposition 
organ also claims that tho concession of tho 
Government was a victory for tho Op])08i- 
tiou. Tho claim rominda us of tho dia 
patch of a Foilnral gi-nerat during tho 
wai witli tho South, lie was sunt out to 
do b.dllo. After lighting ho sent iUin 
dispaleh to ljiiic(dii : — "Wo fought tliu 
enemy two days antl hwo fallen back in 
good order, the entmvj following in tnuoh 
confwiion!" That is the sort of "victory" 
tho Opposition won on Tluir-^day. 

Our 
oontcmporury of yosler lay rsuiarka: 

"TiM contM pursasd in all other countries of pub- 
iUoly luvuiM'K tuuiieri lor dobeaturea btinot txen fol.

Standard published nineteen editorial 
article'a CAutioningr capitalists agninat in- 



vesting in the bonda, declaring that 
the issue waa illegal. In the face of this 
patriotic ofifort to destroy the country's 
credit, and depreciate tho bonds so that 
the ring in whoao interest tho articles 
woro written mightsecure the debentures 
at a heavy discount, the Government de- 
clined to sell any at less than par. 

So far from tho Government meriting 
the shmdors that havo beoa so iudns- 
ttioualy circulated concerning thorn, it 
will bo observed that they are entitled to 
tho highest prai^o. Wo do not Bay that 
the present is a better Government than 
Mr. MoCroight's; but we do say that it is 
a vastimprovomont onthatof tho political 
twina DeCoamoa-Wulkoin. who had not 
been throo months in ollico before they 
"put up" tho Tnsada job; who rewarded 
their political frienda with publio lands 
and contract.^; who inaugurated tho 
"Fight Maokeuzio polioy" that has prov- 
ed so dian.' :rou3 to the country, and who 
dovolopod more corruption in one year 
of ofTiGo than years ooourred during tho 
whole thirteen yeras of Grown Colony 
Qovernmout, 

Did wu not know that tho Ministry are 
incapable of such a thing, we should bo 
inclined to su->pcot that the Opposition 
and their organ had been led step by step 
into their pre;-ent position and left to find 
their way out as best they can. Tho 
friends of tho Government may rest as- 
sured of tUis fact: that their viadioatiou 
from the charges of corruption laid against 
them will be complete and tliorough.

In tho House on Thursday Mr. Hum 
phreys, in his attack on the Government 
for tha debenture aalo, atatod that whilo 
Finance Minister parties anproached him 
almost criminally otl'oring to purchase 
said dobenturoa below par; al.so, tlnitcon:- 
binn'ii iiis and rings weru formed to pur- 
chase them at 80 cents on the dollar. 
Now, as according to Mr. EUiott'a state- 
ment as leader of the Government, not 
one dollar of the debentures has been sold 
for less than ana hundred cents on the dol- 
lar, tho facts aud conclusions naturally ar- 
rived at are that the dismissal of Mr.

The Speaker took tho chair at 2 p.m. 

ItAlLWAY. 

Mr. Humphrpys uiovf:d tho following 
resoiation: — Tliat whereua the Legigla- 
' ti^iB. AsBembly of this FroTincedid, in tbe 
last Beasion of Parliament, petition Her 
Majeaty that tho Dominion GovGroment 
be immejiuteij uiov^d t" curry out tho 
terms of the Curnarvon Kettloiiiont; hiuI 
•whereas tho Governmout of this Provitioo 
in their report of tho 3fi] of Jiiiio, 187G, 
insisted that British Columbia is at l-ast 
entitled to li^ve the conditions of that 
Settlement carried out in letter and in 
npirit; and did hiuubly and earnestly re- 
rew tho |)ray(,'r of the Petition to Her 
Majesty from tho L-^giThitivu Assembly 
of this Proviuco that ilio D[>miiiioQ Gov- 
ernment bo iiiunodi.itely moved to carry 
out th^^ms of that S<;ttletneat; this 
HonSfMpffirms its opinion that no alter- 
ation should be permitted in that Settle- 
ment either in letter or in Kpirit. He 
moved thiH to prevt-iit uny iiii-L'oi)'<truc 
tion beinij [)at on tho action of thiH House 
this session. 

Hon, Mr. E'iiott said tho whole of this 
important question would come up whea 
the reply to the dispatch comes down.

MITOH08IN BOAD. 

Mr. Smith, seconded by Mr. Fislior, 
moved that a select comniilteo bo ap- 
poititod to examine the road botwoen Vio- 
toria City and Metchosiu; said eouitnittco 
to bo composed as follows: — Messrs.

CASSIAR OATILE TBAIIi. 

Mr. Beaven moved that whereas the 
welfare and prosperity of the Province for 

tho most part depends upon the farmer, 
niioer, and stock-raiser; and whereas 
thoru hftii recently boon discovered a more 
southerly route from the mouth of Quo.s- 
uoUo to Cassiar for tho tratisuortation of 
horned stock, that route being 200 miles 
shorter than the old route, with good feed ; 
therefore bo it resolved, — 

That an humble Address be presented 
to His lIo:;C';:r t!:e Lieutenant-Governor, 
praying that his honour will take under 
his most earno.'it consideration the oxjje- 
dieiicy of having a cattle trail constructed 
as above stated in the preamble.

A8SBBSUBNT ACTS. 

Mr. Beaven asked Mr. Elliott, have any 
objeotions boon ruined 'by the Dominion 
GoTornment to the "Assossmont Act, 
1876 ?" If so, what is their nature ? 

Mr. Elliott replied that the hon. mem- 
ber for Cariboo had asked for a return of 
all correspondence with the Dominion 
Government and this was being printed; 
he thought the hon. gentleman would find 
all inforaiaiion hd required in thatretnrn. 
Dism.^sAt,. 

Mr. Walkem nsked Mr. Elliott, has any 
correspondence taken jilaco botwoen the 
Government, or any nunubi r thereof, and 
any person or jjersuus. leading to or rcn- 
pecting the dismissal from olUco of J. L 
Orimp? If so, what is the character of 
such correspondence, and between whom 
has it taken place ? 

Mr. Elliott ashod to bo allowed till 
Monday to answer the question. 

Mr. Walkem asked Mr. Vernon, baa he 
received at any timo duriug the lii.st 
twelve months, any letter advising the 
dismissal from office of John Johnston 
Bobertson; and, if so, from whom was 
such letter reoeiyed, and upon what 
ground was the dismissal o.f Mr. Robert 
son urged. 

Mr, Vernon— No. 

LAND AOT. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon moved the second 
reading of Liind Act Amendment Bill, and 

explained its import. 

Mr. Bi-aven, though not intending to 
vote against the hecond reading of tho 
bill, thought thnt the American system 
would be better adapted; besides, that the 
act now in force was sulHciunt. 

Mr, Smilho said thero were two points 
rai-od against this bill, it is one to make 
it absolutely certain that tho intended 
purchaser hai a bona fide intention of car- 
rying out tho purcliuse under the peaent 
Act. The Chief Commissioner has to ac- 
cept tho first applicant simply on account 
of his priority, and it may cause injury to 
the wouid-be purchaser as the first may 
not bo able to carry out his purchase. 
The $25 is simply a rent, as it wore, for 
the ground f ir oneycar. As for i^re-emp 
lionsi a man may have in IbT-lpre empted 
a piece of laad and kept it till now with- 
out making necessary improvement to en- 
able him to obtain a certificate, and it was 
scarcely right to compel him to get a cor- 
lilicato of improvement and pay a dollar 
an acre for his land, when under tho Act 
of 1875 any one might purchase as much 
land as ho liked by paying a dollar an 
aoro when getting a cortiticate. It would 
put men purchasing under tho two Acts 
on tho same footing aud do away with a 
cortniii amount of cirounilocutir)n in ob- 
taining a Crown Grant under tho Act of 
iy70 which has been rendered unneces- 
sary nnder tbe new Act. He was not 
wedded to tbe proposition to leavu tho 
Government to fix tbe price of land, and 
thought that might be amended in com- 
mitttfo. 

Mr. Humphreys thought this bill was 
not beneflciul to the country, and ho did 
not see any necessity for it aud moved 
that it be read this day nix months, a^ \n'. 
believed it was a bad bill. It would ou- 
ablo large capitalists to acquire largo 
tracts of land to the exclnsion of poorer 
men. 

Mr. Armstrong seconded tho motion, 
ho thought great injury would result. 

Mr. Vernon explained the Bill at length 
showing the House tuat tho last speakers 
could not have studied the Bill. 

Mr. Morrison thought some p.irts of 
this not that would work very bonefioiiilly 
Its tendency was to destroy tho efTect of 
rings and hoped the hon. gentleman would 
withdraw his motion and let it go into 
committoe, 

Mr. Beaven thought this bill places in 
tho hands of the Government the jmwer 
of fixing the price of lands. It was evi- 
dent that tho lion, gentleman had soiun 
friends in tho upper country who wishud 
to buy some of this land, or perhaps ho 
wanted to buy some himself. It would 
give spooulators a power of tying up 
lands by i>ayiag a small advance'on it. 

Mr. Smitho thought the hon. member 
for Victoria District anticipated morn 
danger than could arise from tho Bill 
which only affected unsiu veyed laud. If 
tho Opposition would cxereiso a smaU 
amount of common sense they would ceo 
tUat no danger is anticipated by putting 
this power in tbe hands of the Ciovern- 
ment. No one need fear this power; hut 
if this clause should not meet with con- 
sent it could bo struck out in Oommilteo. 
As for notices they could bo put up in 
obscure places so that no one can sec 
ihem. None of tbis land can bo obtained 
before it h-tt been sold and the advance 
paid on it. He thonght the ex-Chief 
Comminiioner wa« too mnob afraid of the 



Act, and thought that it should be.tlMBed 
as u moaauro of protection that did aot 
exist under the present Act. 

Mr. Walkem opposed tho aeobnd reftd 
ing of the Bill, belioving that it wblild tio 
up large tracts of land, cause litigation 
and give the Government too mtioh pow- 
er. 

Dr. Ash followed on tho same aide, be- 
lieving that tho Bill would interfere with 
Cunada'a claims to the Railway lands and 
givu the Qovernmout an opportunity iu 

exercise favoriloism. 

Jlr. Smith approved of the Bill where 
it required tlio con.-^eut of the Lieutenant- 
Governt.; in Council to be obtained. Tbe 
Act of 1875 was arbitrary and unjust and 
ought to bo amended. Ho rated the Op- 
position fur their senso'e^ss objuctious. 

Mr. Gordon wonld like to see tbe Bill 
Bent to tho Committee, If there was any- 
thing good in it ih?.\ would tend to a pro- 
per land system it could bo amended in 
Committoe. Ho should like to see a price 
iixed in tho Bill. 

Tho nioiioii for a six months' hoist was 
lost and the Bill read a seoond time — 13 
to 10. 

The Bill wna committed, Mr. Douglas 
in the Chair. 

Section 1 was read. 

Dr.- Ash moved that the Committee liae 
aud report to the House that the Bill be 
referred to a Select Committee. Lost. 

Mr. Beaven did not know that any par- 
ticular harm or good oonld come of this 
clause. 

Mr. Vernon .said tho Hastings Mill Co. 
have prnvnr to pievent settlers bottling on 
their land. Tho otlior i.'ompany havo not 
tha'-, power. Tho eluuso would place 
Moody it Co. on the same looting, 

Mr. Mara moved thut the Committee 
rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit 
again. Carried. 

The House adjourned till Monday at 2 
p. m.

APPOINTMENT OF SENATORS. 

Mr. Masson moved for corrospcudonce 
between the Imperial and Dominion Gov- 
ernments relating to tho appniutuout of 
Senators for tho Dominion. He t-aid his 
intention in making tbis motion was to 
draw attention to a very serious matter 
which had created no 'small excitement 
and sarpiise in tho country. It was well 
known that during His Excellency's visit 
to British Columbia thcro existed in tiiat 
Province a deep-felt sentiment of di-saus- 
faetioo and bad feeling towards Canada 
on account of somo idleged bad faith. 
That discontent had assumed such pro- 
portions that His Exoellenoy thought it 
projier to interfere.and he most generous- 
ly ex])osod himself to misunderstanding 
in ordor to allay tho dissatisfaction which 
was throatening to become serious. His 
Excellency's only intention was to put 
Canada right with British Columbia. 

Mr Speaker — The hon, gentleman will 
be careful iu that connection. 

Mr. Masbon said be wolild bo careful, 
and Mr. Speaker would have no reason to 
call him to order. His E.tceliency could 
evidently not remove tho ill feeling which 
existed without pledging himself as to the 
good faith of his own Ministers, hoping, 
no doubt, that if British Columbia on ac- 
count of some extraordinary or nnoount- 
able oiroumslances oonld not extend full 
confldenco to tho Ministers, that they 
would )darf> ooDlideuoe in hims-olf. The 
great dillieulty which stood in tho way of 
ttioHo who pretended tho Government was 
giiiltlo.ss in this maltur was the 
loss of tho E-quimidt and Nan- 
aimo Bill in the Senate. The gen- 
eral impression iu the Provinoe was that 
tho Government had not done what they 
could to carry that measure wliiidi tho 
hiiu. I'reinier liimself hiul proposed as un 
eqiHv.iliuit or compensiition for delays in 
the ciiustruction of the Pacific Railway. 
His Escellency evidently desired to re- 
move that feeling, and he did so by an 
unexpected deolaration, which, ..having 
been printed in every paper in the Do- 
minion had become public property, and 
which, according to the rules of Parlia 
ment and constitutionul rules ho was en- 
titled to road to the tlouse. Mr. Afas.iou 
hero quoted that paragraph from His Ex- 
cellency's speech referring to the defeat 
of the.Bill, and continued to say that an 
other objeot had in view in moving for 
the papers was to obtain the reason of the 
Govei-iiment.'rclemand' for an increased 
number of Senators, a demand which ho 
charaoterized as extraordinary. 

Mr. Mackenzie had no objection to tho 
motion, although he did not feel bound to 
accept or act on the hon. gentleman's 
opinion 60 dogmatically expressed us to 
what was and wtiat was nothis (Mr. Mack- 
enzie'i) duty. What be did was strictly 
within the law, and was done upon his 
own responsibility a Miiiister. 

Mr. Tapper asked ihe First Minister to 
oxpliiiii a seeming anachronism in His 
Excellonoy's speech. 

Mr. Mackenzie expressed surprise at 
being called upon to explain a paasasrn in 
a speeoli of His ']Sxcellenoy,-of which he 
had no cognizance. 

Sir John Macdonald said that flio First 
Miuislor was responsible for the utterance 
of the Governor-General, except when 
that illustrious individual expressly .states 
thut he speaks as an luqioriul ollicer by 
Imperial command. If responsiblo gov- 
ernment were to be maintiined this priu- 
ciple should be strictly followed, and he 
was surprised to hear an hon. gentleman 
occupying the position of Premier, who 
boasted that not only is thiscountry under 
rosponsible govornmeut, but that its con- 
stitution is moulded after tho samo 
plan as the British Constitution, 
stiould aver that he was not respon- 
sible for the language of tbe illustiious 
individual who represents tho Crown so 
woithily in this country. Ho (Sir Jolin) 
remembered when the doctrine w,i8 pro- 
pounded long ago by tho oht Tories of 
Upper Canada it was dissented from. It. 
was after a long and severe battle that 
rasopDstble government was obtained by 
tho Baldwio Beformers." He contended 
that some Minister must be rospoaaible 
for every, opinion expressed by the sover- 
i-iiiu; aud alludod to tho circumstance 
that a Miniater was in attendoocc on the 
Queen in Sootlauil, Germany, or tho Islo 
of Wight. He dwelt upon tho action of 
Mr. Lowe in declaring that Mr. Disrao'' 
id yielded to tho personal request c.'' the 
ueen to be proclaimed Empres'-of Ind
